Residents suggest an 'offer council 
the can't refuse'for car park plants 


ONE of Crewkerne’s honoured citizen’s, Ron 
Spencer, has challenged the town council’s plans for 
rejuvenating the tired garden area at the entrance to 
South Street car park. 

The council had announced a plan to replant the area 
back in May after they employed Chelsea Flower 
Show gold medallist and BBC Gardener of the 
Decade, Katherine Crouch, to redesign the beds. 
Money has been coming in throughout the summer by 
way of public donations for new planting and pledges 
have also been made by local businesses. 

However, Mr Spencer recently sent a letter to the 
council, also published in The Weekender, objecting 
to plans to strip down the beds in order to lay weed¬ 
killer and leave the area fallow for a year before re¬ 
planting. His argument was that this had all been done 
before but, because the maintenance had not been kept 
up, public money was being wasted removing per¬ 
fectly healthy plants to start again. 

He said “Following my letter in The Crewkerne 
Weekender many residents stopped me and said how 
pleased they were with the letter and agreed totally 
with my remarks. 

“I understand the council has some £600 in money 
or pledges to go towards this project, at current wage 
rates this represents some 75 hours of work. Surely it 
would be far better to employ a gardener to get to grips

with the existing garden, in which there are some 
lovely trees and shrubs, which incidentally would cost 
many hundreds of pounds to replace. By spring the 
town could have a beautiful garden at a fraction of the 
cost.” 

Mr Spencer contacted Misterton resident David 
James, who is a professional gardener, to ask his opin¬ 
ion on the condition of the beds and the cost of work¬ 
ing around the existing shrubs. 

After some consideration, Mr James came up with a 
solution which Mr Spencer felt the council could not 
refuse. He gave a quote to take out the weeds and re¬ 
plant among the healthy shrubs but, in addition, has 
offered to take over the care of the area free of charge, 
in exchange for a sponsorship board tastefully posi¬ 
tioned in the bed. 

Chairman of the amenities committee, Councillor 
Angie Singleton, has spoken with Mr Spencer about 
his suggestion but the committee will not sit again 
until the New Year. 

When asked for a comment, a town council 
spokesperson said: “At this stage all the council 
wishes to say is that there has been an interesting offer 
from a garden development company which the work¬ 
ing party will be following up.”

When the Crawleys are implicated in a scandal that 
threatens to engulf the monarchy, Robert shows that he 
is prepared to go to great lengths to protect the royal fam¬ 
ily as well as his own. 

Doctor Who (BBC One, Christmas Day, 7:30pm) will go 
head-to-head with the Christmas Day visit to Coronation 
Street (ITV 7:30pm). But how anyone could opt for a mis¬ 
erable Christmas in Weatherfield rather than an adven¬ 
ture in time and space is beyond me! 

It doesn’t seem five minutes ago we were watching 
David Tennant regenerate into Matt Smith but, yes, it’s 
that time again. Christmas Day’s ‘The Time of the Doctor’ 
will see the introduction of Peter Capaldi as the man with 
the sonic screwdriver. 

Coming hot on the heels of last month’s 50th anniver¬ 
sary special, it’s been a great few weeks for Doctor Who 
fans.

YULE LOG 

Preparation time 50 mins 
plus chilling 
Serves 8 




Ingredients 

3 eggs • 85g golden caster sugar • 85g plain flour (less 2 tbsp) 
2 tbsp cocoa powder • Vi tsp baking powder 

For the filling 

50g butter • 140g dark chocolate • broken into squares 
1 tbsp golden syrup • 284ml pot double cream 200g icing sugar 

Preparation method 

1. Heat oven to 200C/fan 180C/gas 6. Grease and line a 23 x 32cm 
Swiss roll tin with baking parchment. Beat the eggs and sugar to¬ 
gether with an electric whisk for about 8 mins until thick and creamy. 

2. Mix the flour, cocoa and baking powder together, then sift onto 
the egg mixture. Fold in very carefully, then pour into the tin. Bake 
for 10 mins. 

3. Lay a sheet of baking parchment on the work surface. When the 
cake is ready, tip it onto the parchment, peel off the lining paper, 
then roll the cake up from its longest edge with the paper inside. 
Leave to cool. 

4. To make the icing, melt the butter and chocolate together in a bowl 
over a pan of hot water. Take from the heat and stir in the syrup and 
5 tbsp cream. Beat in the icing sugar until smooth. Whisk the re¬ 
maining cream until it holds its shape. Unravel the cake, spread the 
cream over the top, then carefully roll up again into a log. 

5. Cut a thick diagonal slice from one end of the log. Lift the log on 
to a plate, then arrange the slice on the side with the diagonal cut 
against the cake to make a branch. 

6. Spread the icing over the log and branch (don't cover the ends), 
then use a fork to mark the icing to give the effect of tree bark. Scatter 
with unsifted icing sugar to resemble snow, and decorate with holly. 


MUFFINS 

Preparation time Less than 30 mins 
Cooking time 10 to 30 mins 
Makes 24 Muffins 

Ingredients 

200g self-raising flour, sifted • lOOg golden caster sugar 
100ml sunflower oil 75ml milk • 1 large free-range egg 
50g qood quality dark chocolate, chopped 
1 heaped tbsp high quality mincemeat 
50g good quality white chocolate, chopped 
50g dried (or fresh) cranberries 

Preparation method 

1. Preheat the oven to 190C/375F/Gas 5 and put 24 mini¬ 
muffin cases inside a mini-muffin tin. 

2. Mix the flour and sugar in a bowl, then make a well in 
the centre. Whisk together the oil, milk and egg and slowly 
pour into the bowl, stirring gently. Divide this mixture be¬ 
tween two bowls. In one bowl add the dark chocolate and 
mincemeat. Add the white chocolate and cranberries to 
the other bowl. Stir very gently. 

3. Divide the two mixtures among the 24 muffin cases and 
bake for 20 minutes or until golden brown and risen. 

4. Remove the muffins to a wire rack and eat warm. 


EGG NOG 

Preparation time Less than 30 mins 
Cooking time Less than 10 mins 
Serves 4-6 

Ingredients 

1140ml/2 pints whole milk • 6 free-range eggs 
50g/2oz caster sugar • 1 vanilla pod, split 
20 fresh cherries, stones removed and halved 
200ml/7fl oz brandy • cocoa powder, for dusting 

Preparation method 

1. Place the milk, eggs, sugar and vanilla pod in a medium 
pan and heat gently, without boiling, until the mixture 
thickens enough to coat the back of a spoon. 

2. The egg nog can be chilled at this stage or served hot. 

3. To serve, scatter the cherries in the bottom of each serv¬ 
ing glass. Divide the brandy between the glasses and pour 
the egg nog over. Dust with cocoa powder and serve.

PUDDING 

Preparation time Overnight 
Cooking time 2 hours 
Ingredients 

350g/ 12oz mixed dried fruit (raisins, currants, sultanas) 
lOOg/S^oz pitted ready-to-eat prunes, chopped or left whole 
100g/3V2OZ dark muscovado sugar • 4 tbsp dark rum 
lOOml/S^fl oz stout • 100g/3V^oz chopped walnuts 
100g/3V^oz blanched almonds • lOOg/SVaoz ground almonds 
100g/3V2OZ fresh white breadcrumbs • 50g/l%oz plain flour 
100g/3V2OZ frozen butter, grated, plus a little extra for greasing 
Vi tsp freshly grated nutmeg • 1 tsp ground cinnamon 
2 tsp mixed spice • 100g/3V2OZ chopped glace cherries (or 
left whole if you prefer) • 3 large free-range eggs, beaten 

Preparation method 

1. Combine the mixed fruit, prunes, muscovado sugar, rum and 
stout in a mixing bowl. Stir well to mix, cover and leave for 24 hours 
to soak. 

2. After 24 hours, mix the walnuts, almonds, ground almonds, 
breadcrumbs, flour, butter, spices, cherries and eggs along with the 
soaked fruit mixture in a large mixing bowl, making sure you in¬ 
clude all the soaking liquor from the soaked fruit. Mix well until 
completely combined (let all the members of the family have a stir 
and make a wish). 

3. Cover with cling film and leave to stand in a cool place for 24 
hours. 

4. After 24 hours, grease a 1.2 litre / 2 pint pudding basin with butter. 
Cut a circle of baking paper and place into the bottom of the pud¬ 
ding basin and then grease it with a little more butter. Pack the 
pudding mixture into the pudding basin, pressing as you add it. 
Fold a pleat into the middle of a large piece of baking paper and 
place over the pudding. Cover with a large piece of pleated foil, en¬ 
suring the pleats are on top of one another. Secure tightly with 
kitchen string tied under the lip of the pudding basin. 

5. Place an upturned saucer into a large saucepan one-quarter full 
of water. Fold a long piece of foil into quarters lengthways to create 
a long strip and place the pudding basin in the middle of the strip. 
Bring the sides of the strip up the sides of the pudding basin and 
lower into the saucepan. Ensure the water in the saucepan comes 
one-third of the way up the side of the pudding basin, but nowhere 
near the top of the basin. Leave the ends of the foil strip hanging 
over the side to make it easy to remove the pudding later. 

6. Bring the water to the boil and then reduce the heat to a gentle 
simmer. Simmer gently for 5-6 hours, topping up the water level 
as necessary throughout cooking (do not allow the pan to dryout). 

7. Once the pudding is cooked, remove from the pan and set aside 
to cool. The pudding can be stored for up to two years in a cool, 
dry place. To serve, reheat the pudding by steaming again (in the 
same way) for two hours, or until hot all the way through. Alter¬ 
natively, remove the foil and reheat in the microwave.
